1 . SECURITY COUNCIL - WESTERN SAMOA RECOMMENDED FOR UN 
MEMBERSHIP 

ON DEC. 1, SC VOTED UNANIMOUSLY TO RECOMMEND WESTERN SAMOA'S 
ADMISSION TO UN. ALL 15 MEMBERS LAUDED WESTERN SAMOA WITH 
A FEW EXCEPTIONAL COMMENTS OF NOTE. LAI YA-LI (CHINA) 

REMARKED THAT ALL COUNTRIES ARE EQUAL AND HE FIRMLY OPPOSED 
"POWER POLITICS OF SUPERPOWERS ANYWHERE, INCLUDING OCEANIA." 

AMB. SHERER (US) WAS SURE WESTERN SAMOA WOULD BRING TO UN UNIQUE 
PERCEPTION OF PACIFIC PEOPLES. KHARLAMOV (USSR) SPOKE 
OF "ARTIFICIAL BARRIERS" WHICH PREVENT VIETNAM'S ENTRANCE 
IN UN. HE HOPED US WOULD RECONSIDER AND CLAIMED VIET NAM 
HAD ALREADY DEMONSTRATED GOOD WILL RE BILATERAL ISSUE 
WITH US. FORMER ADMINISTRATOR NEW ZEALAND GAVE HISTORICAL 
EVENTS LEADING TO WESTERN SAMOAN INDEPENDENCE AND NOTED 
THAT STATE WILL BE FIFTH SOUTH PACIFIC FORUM MEMBER TO JOIN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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UN. NON-SC MEMBER FIJI ALSO SUPPORTED THE APPLICATION. 

PRIOR TO THE SC MEETING, THE ADMISSIONS COMMITTEE HAD VOTED 
UNANIMOUSLY TO RECOMMEND WESTERN SAMOA'S APPLICATION BE 
ACCEPTED. 

2. GA PLENERY - ADMISSION OF ANGOLA, COMMITTEE 4 
RECOMMENDATIONS, DECOLONIZATION 
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THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF ANGOLA WAS ADMITTED AS THE 146TH 
MEMBER OF THE UN, WHEN THE GA DEC. 1 APPROVED 74-POWER DRAFT 
RESOLUTION TO THAT EFFECT 1 16-0-1 (US). VOTE WAS REQUESTED 
BY CHINA, WHICH DID "NOT PARTICIPATE." LATER 13 OTHER 
COUNTRIES INDICATED THEY WOULD HAVE VOTED "YES" IF PRESENT. 
ANGOLAN FOREIGN MINISTER TOLD THE GA ANGOLA TOOK GREAT 
REVOLUTIONARY PRIDE IN BECOMING A UN MEMBER AND EXPRESSED 
SOLIDARITY WITH ALL OPPRESSED PEOPLES OF THE WORLD, 

INCLUDING "VERY PARTICULARLY" PUERTO RICO AND PANAMA, AMONG 
OTHERS. FIFTEEN DRAFT RESOLUTIONS, INCLUDING ONES ON GUAM, 

TIMOR AND BELIZE, AND FIVE CONSENSUS STATEMENTS RECOMMENDED 
BY COMMITTEE 4 WERE APPROVED. WITHOUT OBJECTION THE GA 
APPROVED RESOLUTIONS URGENTLY APPEALING FOR ASSISTANCE FOR 
THE COMOROS AND FOR MOZAMBIQUE. WITHOUT BALLOT, THE FOLLOWING, 
NOMINATED BY ECOSOC, WERE ELECTED FOR THREE- YEAR TERMS ON 
THE WORLD FOOD COUNCIL BEGINNING JAN. 1, 1977: AUSTRALIA. 

CUBA, FRANCE, GUATEMALA, IVORY COAST, JAMAICA, MADAGASCAR, 
NIGERIA, PAKISTAN, PHILIPPINES, POLAND, AND SOVIET UNION. 

THE AUTHORITY TO FINANCE UNEF AND UNDOF PEACEKEEPING 
FORCES TO DEC. 21, PENDING STUDY OF SYG'S REPORT ON FINANCING 
THEM BEYOND THAT DATE, WAS APPROVED 1 12-2IALBANIA, 

SYRIA1-0, WITH LIBYA AND DEMOCRATIC YEMEN NOT PARTICIPATING. 

AMONG THOSE ABSENT FOR THAT VOTE WERE CHINA, FRANCE, IRAQ, 

SAUDI ARABIA, TUNISIA AND YEMEN. REPRESENTATIVES OF INDIA, 

ROMANIA, AFGHANISTAN AND GDR MADE STATEMENTS ON DECOLONIZATION. 

- COMMITTEE 4 RECOMMENDATIONS - 

RESOLUTIONS PROPOSED BY COMMITTEE 4 WERE APPROVED BY 
CONSENSUS WHICH RELATED TO: US VIRGIN ISLANDS; BRITISH 
VIRGIN ISLANDS; AMERICAN SAMOA; WESTERN SAHARA (POSTPONEMENT 
UNTIL NEXT GA); GILBERT ISLANDS; SOLOMON ISLANDS; TOKELAU 
ISLANDS ;NEW HEBRIDES; BERMUDA, CAYMAN ISLANDS, MONTSERRAT, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS. CONSENSUS STATEMENTS WERE 
APPROVED RELATING TO:GIBRALTAR; COCOS (KEELING) ISLANDS; 

TUVALU; AND ST. HELENA. 

RESOLUTION ON THE FALKLAND ISLANDS, REQUESTING THE UK AND 
ARGENTINA TO EXPEDITE NEGOTIATIONS OVER SOVEREIGNTY DISPUTE, 

WAS ADOPTED 102-1(UK)-32(US). DALTON (UK) STATED THAT THE 
DRAFT ON THE FALKLAND ISLANDS DELIBERATELY SET ASIDE THE 
VIEWS OF THE PEOPLE OF THE ISLANDS. THE UK REAFFIRMED IT 
WOULD ENGAGE IN DIALOGUE WITH ARGENTINA ON THE BASIS OF A 
CLEAR UNDERSTANDING OF EACH OTHER S POSITION. ORTIZ DE 
ROZAS (ARGENTINA) SAID SELF-DETERMINATION WAS ONLY ONE OF 
THE MANY PRINCIPLES TO BE APPLIED IN THE DECOLONIZATION 
PROCESS, CITED AN ICJ ADVISORY OPINION TO EFFECT THAT THE 
APPLICATION OF THE PRINCIPLE OF SELF-DETERMINATION DEPENDED 
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ON THE NATURE OF THE LINK BETWEEN THE TERRITORY AND THE 
COLONIAL POWER AT THE MOMENT OF COLONIZATION, AND HOPED 
TO RESUME NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE UK AS CALLED FOR BY THE 
RESOLUTION. 

BELIZE RESOLUTION, REAFFIRMING THE RIGHT OF THE PEOPLE TO 
SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE, WAS ADOPTED 1 15-8IBOLIVIA, 

CHILE, COSTA RICA, EL SALVADOR, HONDURAS, NICARAGUA, 

PARAGUAY, URUGUAY )- 1 5(US, ARGENTINA, BRAZIL, COLOMBIA, 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, ECUADOR, HAITI, ISRAEL, JAPAN, 

MAURITANIA, MEXICO, MOROCCO, PERU, SPAIN, VENEZUELA), WITH 
GUATEMALA NOT PARTICIPATING. SKINNER-KLEE (GUATEMALA) 

REAFFIRMED GOG'S POSITION ON THE GA'S UNJUSTIFIED INTERFERENCE 
IN A TERRITORIAL DISPUTE BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES, 

MAINTAINED THAT THE RESOLUTION VIOLATED THE NORMS OF 
INTERNATIONAL LAW, AND CONCLUDED IT MIGHT BE NECESSARY 
TO PUT THE QUESTION BEFORE AN INTERNATIONAL BODY QUALIFIED 
TO DEAL WITH IT. GUATEMALA, HE SAID, DID NOT CONSIDER ITSELF 
BOUND BY THE RESOLUTION AND RESERVED ITS RIGHT CONCERNING 
BELIZE BECAUSE "IT IS A PART OF OUR TERRITORY." PERU 
HOPED THE PEOPLE OF BELIZE COULD SOON EXERCISE SELF- 
DETERMINATION. MEXICO'S POSITION HAD ALREADY BEEN PRESENTED. 

RESOLUTION STATING TIMOR HAD NOT BEEN FREELY INTEGRATED INTO 
INDONESIA AND CALLING ON INDONESIA TO WITHDRAW ALL ITS 
TROOPS, WAS ADOPTED 68-20(US)-49(EC-9). PHILIPPINES AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OMAN VOTED AGAINST IT BECAUSE THEY BELIEVED THE PROCESS 
OF SELF-DETERMINATION HAD TAKEN PLACE. (USUN 5834) SANI 
(INDONESIA) DEEPLY REGRETTED THE ADOPTION OF THE RESOLUTION 
ON THE STRENGTH OF "RIDICULOUS CLAIMS AND ABSURD ACCUSATIONS." 

HE REITERATED INDONESIAN VIEWS ON EAST TIMOR BECOMING AND 
BEING AN INTEGRAL PART OF INDONESIA. THE SITUATION RATHER 
THAN BEING CRITICAL AND WORTHY OF BEING BROUGHT TO THE 
SC’S ATTENTION, HAD ACTUALLY RETURNED TO NORMALCY EXCEPT 

FOR SOME CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES IN A FE ADP425

RESOLUTION ON BRUNEI, CALLING ON THE UK TO FACILITATE 
DEMOCRATIC ELECTIONS, WAS APPROVED, WITH UK NOT PARTICIPATING, 
120(FRG)-0-14(US, OTHER EC-9, CANADA.GUATEMALA, HAITI, 

ISRAEL, PORTUGAL, SWEDEN). 

RESOLUTION ON GUAM WHICH REAFFIRMED THE INALIENABLE RIGHT OF THE 
PEOPLE TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE AND ' STRONGLY 
DEPRECATED” THE ESTABLISHMENT OF MILITARY INSTALLATIONS 
ON GUAM, WAS ADOPTED 61-22(US)-42. (USUN 5829). SEN. 

BAKER STATED GUAM WAS A US TERRITORY AND THE PEOPLE 
OF GUAM WERE AMERICAN CITIZENS; CATEGORICALLY REJECTED THE 
LANGUAGE IN THE RESOLUTION REGARDING MILITARY BASES AND 
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THAT PORTION OF THE COMMITTEE OF 24 REPORT; NOTED OVER 90 
PERCENT OF THE ELECTORATE IN A RECENT FREE VOTE INDICATED 
THEY PREFERRED ASSOCIATION WITH THE US TO INDEPENDENCE. 

HE REGRETTED THE GA'S ATTENTION HAD BEEN DIVERTED FROM ITS 
LEGITIMATE RESPONSIBILITIES BY THE EFFORTS OF THOSE 
WHOSE SOLE PURPOSE APPEARED TO BE TO DENIGRATE AND CRITICIZE 
THE US. TUNISIA FELT THE PARA DEPRECATING MILITARY INSTALLATIONS 
WOULD ONLY EXACERBATE THE SITUATION AND MAKE COOPERATION 
WITH THE ADMINISTERING POWER MORE DIFFICULT, AND PAKISTAN ALSO HAD 
RESERVATIONS ABOUT THAT PARA. 

FRENCH SOMALILAND RESOLUTION, REAFFIRMING THE RIGHT OF THE 
PEOPLE TO SELF-DETERMINATION, WAS ADOPTED, WITH FRANCE 
NOT PARTICIPATING, 117-0-19(US, OTHER EC-9, AUSTRALIA, 

CANADA, CAR, CHILE, GREECE, GUATEMALA, HAITI, PAPUA NEW 
GUINEA, SPAIN). LECOMPT (FRANCE) SAID HIS DELEGATION HAD 
HOPED THE UN, IN ORDER TO ENABLE THE PROCESS LEADING TO 
INDEPENDENCE OF DJIBOUTI TO PROCEED, WOULD HAVE BREN 
ABLE TO ADOPT A REALISTIC TEXT TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE 
REALITIES OF THE SITUATION. MRS. POSTON EXPLAINED THE US 
ABSTAINED BECAUSE SECURITY DECISIONS SHOULD BE LEFT TO 
FRANCE UNTIL DJIBOUTI BECAME INDEPENDENT. HUSSEIN 
(SOMALIA), WHILE SUPPORTING THE RESOLUTION, WOULD HAVE 
PREFERRED THAT IT EMBODY A PROVISION FOR THE IMMEDIATE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DISMANTLING OF BARBED WIRE AND MINEFIELDS SURROUNDING THE 
CITY OF DJIBOUTI. 

THE GA ALSO APPROVED COMMITTEE 4 DECISION TO DEFER CONSIDERATION 
OF PITCAIRN, ANTIGUA, DOMINICA, ST. KITTS-NEVIS-ANGUILLA, 

ST. LUCIA AND ST. VINCENT. 

(PRECEDING TRANSMITTED INFO: ADDIS ABABA. ALGIERS, BELIZE, 
BRIDGETOWN, BUENOS AIRES, CANBERRA, GUATEMALA CITY, 

HAMILTON, KUALA LUMPUR, LONDON, MADRID, MEXICO, 

MOGADISCIO, PORT MORESBY, NOUAKCHOTT, RABAT.SINGAPORE, SUVA, 
TANGIERS, WELLINGTON) 

- ADMISSION OF ANGOLA - 

STATEMENTS WELCOMING THE ADMISSION OF ANGOLA WERE MADE IN 
THE GA DEC. 1 BY REPRESENTATIVES OF FIJI, ON BEHALF ASIAN 
GROUP; BULGARIA, FOR SOCIALIST STATES OF EASTERN 
EUROPE;GUYANA, FOR LATIN AMERICAN GROUP; MAURITIUS, 

FOR AFRICAN GROUP; MALTA. FOR WESTERN EUROPEAN AND OTHER 
STATES; DEMOCRATIC YEMEN.FOR ARAB GROUP; SRI LANKA.FOR 
NON-ALIGNED STATES; PORTUGAL, GUINEA BISSAU, BRAZIL, 

YUGOSLAVIA, GUINEA, CONGO, HAITI,LIBERIA AND KENYA. 

BULGARIAN REP YANKOV USED THE OCCASION TO STATE THAT 
ATTEMPTS TO DELAY THE ADMISSION OF VIETNAM WERE IN GLARING 
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CONTRADICTION WITH THE LETTER AND SPIRIT OF THE CHARTER. 
RAMPHUL (MAURITIUS) ALSO OBSERVED THAT ANOTHER FULLY 
QUALIFIED NATION WAS BEING EXCLUDED. A NUMBER OF OTHER 
SPEAKERS POINTED OUT THAT ANGOLA S ADMISSION BROUGHT THE 
UN CLOSER TO UNIVERSALITY. FERNANDES (GUINEA BISSAU) SAID 
THE TIME HAD COME FOR THE US TO FORM A NEW RELATIONSHIP 
WITH ANGOLA BASED ON MUTUAL RESPECT AND THE RIGHT FOR EACH 
NATION TO CHOOSE ITS OWN FRIENDS. 

ANGOLAN FOREIGN MINISTER DOS SANTOS, EXPRESSING HIS COUNTRY'S 
"NATURAL JOY AND REVOLUTIONARY PRIDE" ON BECOMING A MEMBER OF 
THE UN, SAID THE ANGOLAN PEOPLE HAD BEEN VICTIMS OF 
COLONIALISM FOR ALMOST 500 YEARS, AND FOR 15 YEARS HAD WAGED 
THE LONGEST ARMED STRUGGLE FOR LIBERATION ON THE AFRICAN 
CONTINENT. HE CHARGED THAT IMPERIALISM HAD OPPRESSED AND 
EXPLOITED THE ANGOLAN PEOPLE, FIRST THROUGH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PORTUGUESE COLONIALISM AND, MORE RECENTLY, THROUGH THE 
INTERMEDIARY OF ANGOLAN TRAITORS. DURING ANGOLA'S FIRST 
LIBERATION WAR, HE SAID, IMPERIALISM SUSTAINED THE PORTUGUESE 
COLONIAL REGIME, WHICH USED ARMS FROM COUNTRIES OF NATO. 
SEEKING TO PERPETUATE COLONIALISM, IMPERIALISM HAD ORGANIZED 
A VAST PLOT TO PREVENT THE TRUE LIBERATION OF THE ANGOLAN 
PEOPLE. NOT SATISFIED WITH ITS INVASION FROM ANGOLA S 
NORTHERN BORDER, IMPERIALISM HAD REINFORCED ITS CONTINGENTS 
AND WAR MATERIAL, SENT BANDS OF MERCENARIES TO ANGOLA AND 
INVADED IT IN THE SOUTH WITH VORSTER'S NEO-NAZI AND RACIST ARMY. 

AT NO TIME, DOS SANTOS SAID, HAD THE US AND ITS SATELLITES 
PROTESTED AGAINST SUCH FLAGRANT VIOLATIONS OF INTERNATIONAL 
LAW AND OF ANGOLA'S SOVEREIGNTY. FACED WITH VIOLENCE OF 
THE INVASIONS, ANGOLA HAD HAD NO HESITATION IN APPEALING 
FOR INTERNATIONALIST SOLIDARITY FROM FRIENDLY AND PROGRESSIVE 
COUNTRIES. THE RESULT HAD BEEN THE PROMPT INTERNATIONALIST 
RESPONSE OF THE MAJORITY OF SOCIALIST COUNTRIES AND OF 
PROGRESSIVE AFRICAN COUNTRIES. HE SPOKE IN PARTICULAR 
OF THE DECISIVE SUPPORT OF THE SOVIET UNION AND CUBA. 

ANGOLA, DOS SANTOS CONTINUED, DID NOT UNDERSTAND WHY THE 
US HAD INVOKED THE PRESENCE OF SOVIETS AND CUBANS IN 
ANGOLA AS JUSTIFICATION FOR NON-RECOGNITION OF ANGOLA. 

THE US STILL MAINTAINED ARMED FORCES ON CUBAN TERRITORY. 

IT HAD, IN ADDITION, OCCUPIED AND MASSACRED THE TERRITORY 
AND PEOPLE OF VIETNAM; IT MAINTAINED ARMED FORCES IN VARIOUS 
INDEPENDENT COUNTRIES, INCLUDING THE FRG; IT MAINTAINED 
ARMED FORCES, ON LAND AND SEA.IN MANY PARTS OF THE WORLD. 

REGARDING THE PRC, DOS SANTOS SAID THE ANGOLAN PEOPLE, HAVING 
ALWAYS SHOWN THEIR ADMIRATION FOR THE CHINESE REVOLUTION, 

DID NOT YET UNDERSTAND HOW A SOCIALIST COUNTRY, WHICH CHINA 
SAID IT WAS, COULD SUPPORT PUPPET GROUPS WHICH WANTED TO 
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COUNTER ANGOLAN LIBERATION AND WHICH STILL WANTED TO ATTACK 
ANGOLAN INDEPENDENCE. THE UNNATURAL ALLIANCE BETWEEN 
CHINA AND IMPERIALISM AND SOUTH AFRICAN RACISM COULD BE SEEN 
IN THE FACT THAT MERCENARIES CAPTURED BY THE PEOPLE S 
ARMED FORCES FOR THE LIBERATION OF ANGOLA HAD BEEN PAID 
IN AMERICAN DOLLARS, AND HAD BEEN USING WEAPONS MADE BY 
THE CHINESE PROLETARIAT.

ANGOLA WOULD, THE FOREIGN MINISTER SAID, MAINTAIN DIPLOMATIC 
RELATIONS WITH ALL COUNTRIES IN THE WORLD, ON THE BASIS OF 
MUTUAL RESPECT FOR NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY, NON-INTERFERENCE IN 
THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF EACH STATE, RESPECT FOR TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY, NON-AGGRESSION, EQUALITY, RECIPROCAL ADVANTAGE 
AND PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE. HIS COUNTRY'S FOREIGN POLICY 
WAS FOUNDED ON THE PRINCIPLES OF NON-ALIGNEDMENT. HE 
CITED AN ARTICLE OF THE ANGOLAN CONSTITUTION AS STATING THAT 
ANGOLA WAS NOT TO JOIN ANY INTERNATIONAL MILITARY ORGANIZATION, 
OR PERMIT THE INSTALLATION OF FOREIGN MILITARY BASES ON 
ITS NATIONAL TERRITORY. IN WHAT SEEMED TO BE THE ONLY 
CONCILIATORY GESTURE TOWARD THE US, HE ADDED THAT ANGOLA 
HOPED THAT "THE HISTORICAL ERRORS" COMMITTED BY SOME COUNTRIES 
WOULD BE REDRESSED IN THE FUTURE IN THE INTEREST OF PEACE. 

ANGOLA'S ADMISSION TO THE UN WOULD BE AN INCOMPLETE 
VICTORY, HOWEVER, WITHOUT THE ADMISSION OF VIETNAM. 

ONCE AGAIN THE EXERCISE OF THE VETO HAD BEEN USED MORE AS 
A FORM OF ABUSE OF POWER THAN AS A RIGHT. 

DOS SANTOS CHARGED THAT NOTWITHSTANDING THE GENEVA CONFERENCE 

ON RHODESIA, THE IMPERIALISTS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA WERE 

TRYING TO DIVIDE REVOLUTIONARIES WITH A PURPORTED POLICY 

OF DIALOGUE WHILE CONTINUING DIRECT OR INDIRECT SUPPORT 

FOR THE SALISBURY ANDPRETORIA REGIMES. HE CITED DESIRE 

FOR PLUNDERING AFRICA'S RESOURCES AND THE ESTABLISHING 

OF MILITARY BASES AS THE DECISIVE FACTORS EXPLAINING THE 

PRESENT TRAGIC SITUATION IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. THE ANGOLAN 

PEOPLE, HE CONTINUED, REITERATED THEIR DEMAND FOR 

REPARATIONS BY SOUTH AFRICA AND HOPED THAT THE GA WOULD SHOW 

SOLIDARITY WITH THAT CLAIM. HE PUT THE ESTIMATED VALUE OF 

THE MATERIAL DAMAGE SUFFERED AS A RESULT OF THE SOUTH AFRICAN 

INVASION AT A MINIMUM OF $6,700 MILLION. HE ALSO URGED THAT 

THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY PUT TOGETHER A $300 MILLION 

RECONSTRUCTION FUND FOR ANGOLA. 

ANGOLAN FOREIGN MINISTER CONCLUDED BY EXPRESSING ANGOLA'S 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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"UNRESERVED SOLIDARITY" WITH, AMONG OTHERS, FRETILIN,

ALSO APPROVED WAS DECISION (L. 45) TO INCLUDE ARABIC AS AN 
OFFICIAL

6. COMMITTEE 3 - DEBATE ON TORTURE, PROTECTION 
OF POLITICAL DETAINEES, HUMAN RIGHTS 

COMMITTEE 3 CONSIDERED TORTURE AND PROTECTION OF POLITICAL 
DETAINEES ON DEC. 1, AND RESPONSES CENTERED ON SWEDISH DRAFT 
RES ON ITEM. AFTER INITIAL APPLAUDING OF ANGOLAN MEMBERSHIP, 
NETHERLANDS AND AUSTRIA COMMENTED AGAINST TORTURE. UKRAINE 
OBSERVED THAT TORTURE WAS BASED ON REGIMES RELYING ON FORCE 
AND CALLED CHILEAN REGIME "ENCYCLOPEDIA" OF CRUELTY. BAROODY 
(SAUDI ARABIA) STATED TORTURED MAN IS BROTHER TO CYNICAL 
MAN WHO DOES NOTHING ABOUT IT. AFTER PORTUGAL SUPPORTED 
SWEDISH DRAFT, GDR WANTED AMENDMENTS TO AVOID "MISUSE OF 
RIGHTS" BY REACTIONARIES AND FASCISTS. SWEDEN ACCEPTED 
AMENDMENTS TO TEXT AND REQUESTED IMMEDIATEL VOTE. CUBA 
AND USSR MOVED FOR MORE CONSULTATIONS. 

COMMITTEE ALSO BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF INTERNATIONAL 
COVENANTS ON HUMAN RIGHTS. DIRECTOR OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS DIVISION, SCHRIBER, INTRODUCED ITEM CALLED THIS 
YEAR IMPORTANT STAGE IN HUMAN RIGHTS EFFORTS. BUL- 
GARIA PRESENTED DRAFT L.40 ON TIEM AND DEMARK PRODUCED 
FOUR AMENDMENTS OFFERING PRECISE LANGUAGE. 

BYELORUSSIA FELT THESE COVENANTS WERE IMPORTANT IN 
STRUGGLE AGAINST OPPRESSION. ARGENTINA AND PORTUGAL SPOKE 
IN FAVOR OF MUGRANT WORKERS DOCUMENT L.42 INTRODUCED BY 
MOROCCO. IN REPLIES, USSR AND CHILE ENGAGED IN SEVERAL 
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STRONG CRITICISMS. CHILE ATTACKED FLAGRANT SOVIET HUMAN 
RIGHTS VIOLATIONS, COMMENTING THAT SOVIETS NEED TO ENGAGE 
IN WHAT COMMUNISTS CALL SELF-CRITICISM. SOVIET DEL REMARKED 
THAT FREEDOMS ARE APPARENTLY RESPECTED IN 
CHILEAN PRISON CAMPS. HE REMINDED JUNTA HAD NOT ALLOWED 
AD HOC REP INTO COUNTRY. 

7. COMMITTEE 4 - NAMIBIA 

THE COMMITTEE CONTINUED CONSIDERATION DEC. 1 OF THE QUESTION 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF NAMIBIA. HEARING STATEMENTS BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF 
TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO, POLAND, GUYANA, BULGARIA, CYPRUS, 

SINGAPORE, ARGENTINA, PORTUGAL. AUSTRIA 
AND THE PHILIPPINES. MOST SPECIFICALLY REJECTED THE SO- 
CALLED CONSTITUTIONAL TALKS AND CALLED FOR FREE AND DEMOCRATIC 
ELECTIONS UNDER UN AEGIS. SOME, INCLUDING POLAND AND GUYANA, 
MENTIONED THE TRIPLE VETO. SEALY (TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO) SAID 
THAT THE RESULTS OF THE WINDHOEK TALKS WOULD LEAD TO IM- 
PLEMENTATION OF THE ODENDAAL MASTER PLAN FOR NAMIBIA. 

GUYANA RECOGNIZED THE MEANINGFUL INITIATIVES BY THE 
FRONT-LINE STATES. AUSTRIA WELCOMED THE SINCERE EFFORTS 
BY SOME STATES TO BRING ABOUT A PEACEFUL SOLUTION BY
